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I, Andrea Eubanks, state as follows: 

1 . I am currently employed as an Accounting Assistant at the University of California 
Office of Technology Transfer (herein "the UC OTT f ). 



2. In September, 2003, Kevin Bastian of Townsend and Townsend and Crew, LLP, 
contacted me requesting copies of invoices from Fish and Richardson P.C. for 
services performed in the preparation of U.S. Patent Application No. 08/717,084 
(herein "the '084 Application"). 

3. After a search of records at the UC OTT, I was not able to locate the requested 
invoices. I believe that, since the filing of the '084 Application on September 20, 
1996, and in accordance with standard practices in the UC OTT, the requested 
invoices were purged from our files. 
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4. Following my search of UC OTT records, I contacted Fish and Richardson P.C., the 
law firm that prepared and filed the '084 Application, to request copies of invoices 
relating to preparation of the '084 Application. 

5. In response to my request, Fish and Richardson provided me an electronic copy of an 
invoice referenced as "Bill No. 65847" and dated September 10, 1996 (Exhibit H).
